Mr. Harmel and Mr. Eban held 
two working sessions at the Knes- 
set building yesterday, both of 
which stretched longer than origin- 
ally expected. The morning ses- 
sion, which lasted from 9.30 till

In 1970 wage-earners’ gross salary 
had gone up by 15 per cent, but 
in real terms, he claimed, they were 
earning five per cent less, due to 
compulsory loans and rising prices. 
He said that he expected prices to 
rise by another 12 per cent at least 
this year — and maybe even more, 
taking into consideration the reper- 
cussion of the recent fuel hike. “So 
it’s no wonder there is unrest among 
the workers,” he said.

with attempting to bomb hotels in 

Israel during the Passover-Easter ho- 

liday period last spring. The three 


girls have admitted to the charges, 


and have been convicted. 

For a time, the courtroom was 
transformed inte 8 cinema, as off- 
cers of National Police Headquar- 
ters’ Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment set up two closed circuit tele- 
vision receivers and showed a film 
made a few days after the arrests. 

One of the scenes showed the 
Bardali sisters and Evelyn Barage 
showing the Central Police District 
supervisor, Superintendent Shimon 
Savir, their shoes with false heels, 
sanitary napkins and brassiere pads 
— all of which contained explosive 
material and time-delay detonation 
equipment. 

The films indicated that the de- 
tonation devices were the most βο- 
phisticated yet seized from terrorists 
here: they afford a long delay in 
setting off the explosion. The devi- 
ces could conceivably allow the sa- 
boteurs to leave the country and 
arrive back in France before the 
bombs would go off in the Tel Aviv 
and Haifa hotels, where they were 
to have planted them. 

After the screenings were over, 
Gefence counsel Gideon Margalit and 
Felicia Langer tried to prove the 
film had been “staged.” and that 
rehearsals had taken place. The 
court then called First Sergeant Mor- 
dechai Cohen, of the police mobile 
laboratory, to the witness stand. (It 
was Sergeant Cohen who filmed the 
scenes). But Superintendent Savir 
was first asked to leave the court 
room.
